Owing  to  the  fact  that  I am  giving  up  the  appointment 
of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  3 1st  March,  1939,  and  that 
I shall  not  have  the  Registrar  General's  Statistics  by  that 
date,  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  figures  has  had  to 
be  based  upon  the  population  as  at  mid-1937.  The  lUt 
of  Causes  of  Death  at  the  end  of  the  report  have  had  to  be 
worked  out  by  me  from  the  weekly  returns,  and  will  probably 
differ  somewhat  from  the  Registrar  General's  figures.

1. — PUBLIC  HEALTH  OFFICERS  OF  THE 

AUTHORITY. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (part  time),  U.  M. 
Hopkins,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  who  also  holds  the  post  of 
Certifying  Factory  Surgeon  for  the  district. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  E.  A.  C.  Long  (whole 
time),  who  holds  the  following  certificates  : — 

Sanitary  Inspector. 

Meat  and  Foods. 

Dr.  C.  Beesley,  D.P.H.  (Camb.),  is  Medical  Officer 
to  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre. 

Dr.  C.  Beauchamp  Hall  is  the  Public  Vaccinator, 
and  Dr.  Robin  Gray  the  District  Medical  Officer  under 
the  Poor  Law  Acts. 

2.  — NURSING  in  the  home  is  efficiently  carried  out 
by  the  District  Nursing  Association,  there  being  two  Nurses 
for  general  cases,  and  one  Maternity  Nurse.  Their  record 
of  work  done  during  the  year  shows  the  following  figures  : 
Maternity  cases,  83  ; general  cases,  236  ; visits  paid,  6,224. 

3. — LABORATORY  FACILITIES.— No  change  has 
been  made  in  the  arrangements  for  the  examination  and 
analysis  of  clinical  material  (sputum,  swabs,  etc.),  these 
examinations  being  conducted  by  the  Bacteriologist 
appointed  by  the  Devon  County  Council, 
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4.  — HOSPITALS.— There  have  been  no  changes  in 
the  hospital  services  during  the  year.  Certain  infectious 
cases  are  removed  by  ambulance  to  Whipton  Sanatorium 
(distant  11  miles)  under  an  arrangement  made  with  the 
Exeter  City  Council,  the  Local  Authority  defraying  all 
expenses  in  approved  cases. 

The  Hospital  at  Upton  Pyne,  near  Exeter,  is  available 
in  the  event  of  smallpox  occurring  in  the  area. 

5. — AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  to  Whipton  in  the  am- 
bulance provided  by  the  Institution. 

Accident  and  non-infectious  cases  are  served  by  two 
motor  ambulances  owned  by  the  local  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.

No  new  sources  of  supply  have  been  utilised  during  the 
ear.

(b)  3,700  yards  of  I2in.  diameter  trunk  main  laid, 
connecting  Dotton  Pumping  Station  direct  to  the  town. 

(c)  Old  9in.  cast  iron  main  in  Knowle  Tunnel  replaced 
by  15in.  asbestos  duct  (J  mile  long). 

(d)  2,125  yards  15in.  diameter  trunk  main  laid  from 
Squabmoor  Reservoir  to  Knowle  Hill  Tunnel. 

(e)  Three  new  intakes  constructed  at  Yettington  to 
replace  old  intake. 

(f)  Level  of  dam  at  Squabmoor  Reservoir  raised,  and 
new  overflow  weir  constructed. 

(g)  Two  cottages  erected  at  Dotton  Pumping  Station 
to  house  engineers. 

Water  demand  again  proved  heavy  during  the  year, 
a state  of  crisis  existing  during  Easter  and  again  in  June. 
The  construction  of  the  direct  pumping  main  from  Dotton 
(completed  at  end  of  June)  enabled  the  summer  peak 
demands  to  be  met  easily.  As  much  as  1,000,000  gallons 
per  day  was  pumped  into  the  town  at  certain  peak  times. 
Maximum  demand  ever  recorded  in  Exmouth,  825,000 
gallons  per  day,  occurred  during  Christmas  week,  due  to 
frosty  weather. 

The  most  pressing  needs  at  present  are  adequate  storage 
in  the  town,  sterilisation  of  Works  and  new  filters.  Plans 
for  these  are  now  in  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  works 
will  be  commenced  during  1939. 

Water  analyses  have  been  variable,  B.  Coli  being 
detected  at  times.  Inspections  of  the  gathering  grounds 
have  been  made,  and  the  monthly  analyses  have  been 
increased  to  weekly  analyses  when  poor  results  have  been 
found. 
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2. — DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.— The  unsatis- 
factory conditions  of  cesspool  pollution  at  Courtland  and 
Marley  still  exist,  but  a scheme  has  been  prepared  to  deal 
with  the  former,  and  this  scheme  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Council  in  principle.  Negotiations  are  now  in  progress  for 
contributions  to  the  scheme  from  landowners  whose  property 
would  be  benefited.  As  soon  as  these  negotiations  are 
completed,  the  scheme  will  be  able  to  be  put  in  hand. 

3. — PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES.— The  Council  have 
approved  schemes  for  new  lavatories  in  the  Manor  Grounds 
and  near  Orcombe  Point,  contracts  have  been  let,  and  these 
buildings  will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  1939  summer  season. 
The  obsolete  conveniences  in  the  Manor  Grounds  are  to  be 
closed. 

4.  — PUBLIC  CLEANSING. — One  further  dustless 
motor  vehicle  was  purchased  during  the  year  to  replace 
one  of  obsolete  type,  so  that  the  fleet  of  four  modern  vehicles 
has  been  maintained.  During  the  nine  months  ending 
3Ist  December,  1938,  the  following  quantities  of  refuse 
were  collected  and  disposed  of  : — 

241,913  visits  were  made,  resulting  in  the  collection 
of  2,797  tons,  of  which  849  tons  were  disposed  of  by  inciner- 
ation and  1,948  tons  were  disposed  of  by  tipping. 

At  Spring  tides  seepage  from  the  banks  of  the  tip 
has  caused  smells  which,  although  harmless,  have  been 
unpleasant.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  remove  this  trouble 
by  constituting  a bank  along  the  piled  edge  of  the  tip  so 
as  to  keep  out  water  from  the  estuary  as  far  as  possible. 
Good  supplies  of  soil  have  been  available  for  covering  the 
refuse,  and  the  progress  made  with  the  tipping  during  the 
year  has  been  such  that  the  present  piled  area  of  the  tip 
will  probably  be  completely  filled  in  by  the  spring  of  1940. 
The  Refuse  Destructor  is  old,  of  an  obsolete  type,  and  in- 
sufficient to  deal  with  the  peak  quantities  of  refuse.  Within 
a short  time  the  Council  should  consider  a more  modern 
type  of  plant  capable  of  dealing  with  all  the  town’s  refuse 
when  the  present  tip  is  completely  filled.
